not a suitable model for any respectable Leninist Satellite to 
follow. This new warning closes Act Two. 
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Ac t Three brings us to the events of the past three weeks, beginning 


with Khrushchev's arrival in Belgrade on 19 September. The Soviet 
motivation for this trip is reasonably clear. 

A. Both the Poles and the Bnagariass had failed to respond to the 
3 September warning. This must have convinced all the Soviet 
leaders that something argent had to be done about the Satellite 
problem.
